Our Gold Reserve AVttbdrawn from tlie 
Treaiarr aud Exported to Jnoreftfle ttia 
Financial StrenstU of Other Nations^ 
W« Cannot Sustain Flat Alonay. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The following Is 
a copy of the communlcatioa on the fiscal 
affairs of the nation forwarded by the 
president of the United States and read In 
both houses of congress yesterday after- 
noon; 


To THE CONOnESS OF THE

STATES—The existence of an alarming and 
extraordinary business situation, lavolv- 
ing the welfare and prosperity of ali our 
people, has constrained me to call toi?cther 
In extra session the people's representatives 
In congress to the end that through a wise 
and patriotic exercise of the lecrislativo 
duty, with which they solely ar# charged,

Oar unfortunate financial plight is not 
the result of untoward events nor of con- 
ditions related to our natural resources; 
nor is it traceable to any of the afflictions 
which frequently check national growth 
and prosperity. With plenteous crops, 
with abundant promise of remanenUiTe 
production and manufacture, with un- 
usual invitation to safe investment and 
with satibfaotory assurance to business en- 
terprise, suddenly financial distrust and 
fear have sprung up on every side. Numer- 
ous moneyed institutions have suspended 
because abundant assets were not im- 
mediately available to meet demands of 
frightened depositors. Surviving corpor- 
ations and individuals are content to keep 
in hand the money they are usually anx- 
ious to loan, and those engaged in legiti- 
mate business are surprised to And that 
the ae^urit-ies they offer for loans, though 
heretofore satisfactory, are no longer ac- 
cepted. 
Ynliies suppoHcd to be fixed are 
fant beconiin;^ conjectural, and loss and 
failure have involved every branch of 
business. 


I believe these things are principally 
ehargeable to 
congressional 
legislation 
, touching the purchase and coinage of 
silver by the general government. 


Evil« of the i^herman liaw* 


This legislation is embodied in a statx^te 
passed on the 14th day of July, 18iX), 
which was the culmination of much agi- 
tation on the subject involved, and which 
may be considered a truce, after a long 
struggle, between the advocates of free 
silver coinage and those intending to be 
more conservative. 


Undoubtedly the monthly purchase by 
the goverunicut of 4,500,000 ounces 
of 
silver, enforced under that statute, was 
regarded by thoBo interested in silver pro- 
duction as a certain guaranty of its in- 
crease in price. 
The result, however, has 
been entirely different, for immediately 
following a spasmodic and slight ri»e the 
price of silver began to fall after the pas- 
sage of the act, and has since rcached the 
lowest point ever known. This disappoint 
ing result has led to renewed and per- 
sistent effort in the direction of free silver 
coinage. 


Meanwhile, not only are the evil effects 
of the operation of the present law con- 
stantly accumulating, but the result to 
which its execution must inevitably lead 
is becoming palpable to all who give the 
least heed to financial subjects. 


To Preserve th« Parity» 


This law provides that in payment for 
the 4,600,000 ounces 
of silver 
bullion 
which the secretary of the treasury is com- 
niaudcd to purchase munthly, there shall 
be issued treasury notes redeemable on de- 
mand in gold or silver coin, at the discre- 
tion of the treahury, and that* the said 
notes may be reissued. 
It is, however, de- 
clared in the act to be "the ostablishod 
policy of the United Wtat-es to maintain 
the two metals on a purity with each 
other upon the present legal ratio, or such 
ratio as may bo provided by law." 
This 
declaration so controls the action of the 
Ktici-etiiry of the treasury as to prevejit 
his 
exercising 
the 
discretion 
nomi- 
nally 
vested 
in 
him 
if 
by 
such 
action the 
parity 
between 
gold 
aud 
silver may be disturbed, 
Mauitestly, a 
refusal by tlie secretary of the treasury t-o 
pay these treasury notes in gold, if de 
manded, would necessanly result in their 
discredit and depreciation as obligations 
payable only in silver, and wopld destroy 
the parity between the two metals by es- 
tablibhi&i^ a. discrimination In favor of 
gold. 


Gold for Silv«r. 


Up to the 15th day of July, 1893, those 
notes had been issued in payment of silver- 
buliiou purchases to the amount of more- 
than 1147,WK),000. While all but a very 
small quantity of this bullion remains un- 
coined and 
without usefulne^^s lu the- 
trea^ury, many of the notes given in Its 
purchase have been paid iugoid 


This is Illustrated by the statement that 
between the ist day of May, 
and the 
l&thdayof July, 
the notes of thi» 
kind ibiiued in payment for silver bullion 
^ amounted to a little more than S54.oOf).000, 
' a ^ 
that during \\ie yaine pvrKjd about 


$49,000.000 were' paid by thé treasury in 
gold for the redemption of such notas. 


The policy uccossarily adopted of paying 
thewî notes in gold has not spared the gold 
reserve of $100,000,000 long ago set aside by 
tho government for the ri'domptiou 
of 
other notes, for this fund has already been 
subjected to tho payment of now obliga- 
tions amounting to about $150,000.000 on 
account of silver purchaaes, and has, as a 
oonsequence, for tho first time since its 
creation, been cncroached upon. 


Oold Reserve I>epletion. 


We hav«» thus made the depletion of our 
gold easy, and have tempted other and 
more appreciative nations to add it to their 
stock. That the opportunity we have of- 
fered has not been neglected is shown by 
the large amounts of gold which have been 
recently drawn from our. treasury and ex- 
ported to increase the financial strength of 
foreign nations. 
The excess of exports of 
gold over its imports for the year ending 
June 80,1893, amounted to more than $87,- 
500 000. 


Between July 1, 1890, and July 15,1893, 
the gold coin and bullion in our treasury 
decreased more than $133,000,000, while 
during the same period tho silver coin and 
bullion in tho treasury Increased more 
than 
$147,000,000. 
Unless 
government 
bonds are to be constantly issued and sold 
to replenish our exhausted gold, only to be 
Again exhausted, it is apparent that the 
operation of the silver purchase law now 
ha force leads to the direction of the entire 
substitution of silver for the gold in the 
government treasury, and that this must 
be followed by the payment of all govem- 
ln«nt obligations in depreciated silver. 


Gold and Sliver Part Company«, 


At this stage gold and silver must part 
company and the government must fail in 
Its established policy to maintain the two 
rnetals on a parity with each other. Given 
over to the exclusive use of currency 
greatly depreciated according to the stand- 
ard of the commercial world wo could no 
longer claim a place among nations of the 
first class, nor could our govcmment claim 
s performance of its obligations, so far as 
aach an obligation has been imposed upon 
it to provide for the use of the people the 
best and safest money. 


If, as many of its friends claim, silver 
•ught to occupy a larger place in our cur- 
rency and the currency of 
the world 
through general international co-opera- 
tion and agreement^ it la vobvlous that the 
United States will not be in a position to 
gain a hearing in favor of such an ar- 
rangement so long as we are willing to 
continue our attempt to aocompllsh ths 
result single handed. 


Wo Cannot Mako Flat Monoy. 


The 
knowledge in 
business 
circles 
among our own people that our govern- 
ment cannot make Its fiat equivalent to 
intrinsic value nor keep inferior money on 
a parity with superior money by its own 
independent efforts has resulted In such a 
lack of confidence at home in the stability 
of currency values that capital refuses its 
aid to new enterprises, while millions are 
actually withdrawn from the channels of 
trade and commerce to become idle and 
unproductive in the hands of timid own- 
ers. 
Foreign investors, equally alert, not 
only decline to purchase American secur- 
ities, but make haste to sacrlfioe those 
which they already have. 


It does meet the situation to say that ap- 
prehension in regard to the future of our 
finances is groundless and that there is no 
reason for luck of confidence in the pur- 
poses or power of the government in tho 
premises. 
The very existence of this ap- 
prehension and lack of confidence, how- 
ever caused, 's a menace which ought not 
for a momen to be disregarded. 
PosMbly 
if tho undertaking we have in hand* were 
the maintenance of a 
specific 
known 
quantity of silver at a parity with gold our 
ability to do so might be estimated and 
gauged, and perhaps, in view of our un- 
paralleled growth, and resources, migiit bo 
favorably passed upon. But whea our 
avowed endeavor is to maintain 
such 
parity in regard to an amount of silver In- 
creasing at the rate of $50,000,000 yearly, 
with no fixed termination to such increase, 
it can hardly be said that a problem is 
presented whoso solution is free from 
doubt, 


A Stabl* Currency Pemanded. 


The people of the United States are en- 
titled to a sound and stable currency and 
to money recognized as such on every ex- 
change and in every market of the world. 
Their government has no right to injure 
them by financial experiments opposed to 
the policy and practice of other civilized 
states, nor is It justified In permitting au 
exaggerated and unreasonable reliance on 
our national strength and ability to jeo- 
pard tho soundness of the people's money. 
This matter rises above the plane of 
party politics. 
It vitally concerns every 
business and calling and enters every 
household of the land. There is one im- 
portant aspect of the subject which es- 
pecially should never be overlooked. 
At 
times like the present, when the evils of 
unsound finance threaten us, the specula- 
tor may anticipate a harvest gathered 
from the misfortune of others, the capital- 
ist may protect himbelf by hoarding or 
may even find profit in tho fluctuation on 
values; but the wage earner—the first lo 
be injured by a dejjreciated currency and 
the lotft to receive the benefit of its correc- 
tion—is practically defenseless. He relies 
for work upon the ventures of confident 
and contented capital. 


This failing him, his condition is with- 
out alleviation, for he can neither prey on 
th<f misfortunes of others nor hoard his 
labor. 
Oue of tho greatest stat-ebmen our 
country has ever kuowu, speaking more 
than Jih^y years ago, when a Uerantrement 
of 
rnrrf'tpv JiijfJ ran^od 
rnmuïem«! 


distrefs, said: 


*'The very man of all others who has the 
deepest interest in a sound currency and 
who suffers most by mischievous legisla- 
tion in money matters is the man who 
earns his dally bread by his dally toll." 


Prompt Relief Itequlred*. 


Those words are as pertinent now as on 
the day they were uttered, and ought to 
impressively remind us that a fallur« in the 
discharge of our duty at this time must 
especially injure those of our countrymen 
who labor, and who, because of their num- 
ber and condition, are entitled to the most 
watchful care of their government. 


It is of tho utmost importance that such 
relief as cong-esscan afford in the existing 
situation be afforded at once. The maxim 
•'he gives t* ice who gives quickly" Is 
directly applicable. 
It may bo true that 
tho embarrassments from which tho busi- 
ness of the country is suffering arise as 
much from evils apprehended as from 
those actually existing. 
We may hope, 
too, that calm counsels will prevail, and 
that neither the capitalists nor the wage 
earners will givo way to unreasoning panic 
and sacrifice their property or their inter- 
ests under the infiuenco of 
exaggerated 
fears. Nevertheless, every day's delay In 
removing one of the plain and principal 
causes of the present state of things en- 
larges the mischief already done and in- 
creases the responsibility of the govern- 
ment for its existence. 
Whatever else tho 
people have a right to expect from con- 
gress, they may certainly demand that 
legislation condemned by the ordeal of 
three years' disastrous experience shall be 
removed from the statute books as soon as 
their representatives can legitimately deal 
with it. 


Work of Tariir Reform. 


It was my purpose to summon congress 
in special session early in the coming Sep- 
tember that we might enter promptly 
upon the work of tariff reform, which the 
true interests of the country clearly de- 
mand, which so large a majority of the 
people, as shown by their suffrages, desire 
ana expect, and to the accomplishment of 
which every effort of the present adminis- 
tration is pledged. 
But while tariff re- 
form has lost nothing of its immediate 
and permanent importance, and must in 
the near future engage the attention of 
congress, it has seemed to me that the 
financial condition of the country should 
at once and before all other subjects be 
considered by your honorable body. 


I earnestly rccommend tho prompt re- 
peal of the provisions of the act paused 
July 14, 1890, authorizing the purchase of 
fiilvev bullion, and that other legislative 
action may put beyond all doubt or mis- 
take the intention and the ability of the 
government to fulfill its pecuniary obli 
f 
atirns in money universally recognized 
y aU civilized countries.

The Alleged Poisoner of Her Son 


Faces a Jury, 


TRENTON. Aug. 9.—Mrs. Mattie 0. Shann, 
the Princeton woman who i»iiccusedof 
having poisoned John F. Shann, her 20- 
year-old son, to recover about 
100, the 
amount of three insurance ¡Kilicies on his 
life, which policies have been paid by the 
insurance companies after an investiga- 
tion, was placed on trial hi the county 
court here yesterday, before Judge Abbett. 
As a crime, if coiatnitled by her, this 
woman stands unprirallfled for atrocity in 
the criminal anaaU of tlie state. 
It oc- 
cured at their home in Princeton on the 
18th of April last. 


Tho coroner's inquest, which followed 
shortly upon the death of the young man, 
developed the fact that ho had been slowly 
done to death; that bichloride of mercury 
had been used to gradually sap bis vitality; 
and that after he was dead and 
many 
tongued rumor began to discuss her part 
in the horrible tragedy, the body was dis- 
emboweled in order that all traces of the 
poison used lokill blm might bo destroyed. 


So strongly did the circumstances sur- 
rounding thpRO fearful deeds point to th^ 
youth's mother as their porpetnitor, that 
tho coroner made a formal accuHation of 
murder against her, and she was arrested 
and put in jail, 


Mrs. Shann's husband,Frederick Shann, 
died last Novcmberundur peculiar circum- 
stances, and Princeton people have not 
hesitated to express tho belief that she 
robbed him of his life. 


An attempt was made five years ago to 
poison her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Harry 
Bhann, who drank lemonade out of a bowl, 
in tho bottom of which were afterwards 
found traces of paris green. She had swal- 
lowed only a little of the water, however, 
-and soon recovered from tho effects. This 
crime, too, has been laid at her door by 
rumor. 


When the entire panel of jurors sum- 
moneti for the term had been examined 
the twelfth man was secured, and the Jury 
for Mrs. Shaun's trial was completed. 


Six are larmers and two saJebmen. 
The 
foreman is a barber. 
A grocer, a black- 
»mith and a retired merchant constitute 
tho remainder of the list.

siderinp what ib the most feaBible way 
of becoming a Midshipman or a sailor. 
As an examination and appointment ia 
neccssary to go to the Annapolis Naval 
Academy they usually look to obtain- 
ing ft berth as a sailor on a man-o'-war, 
with the hope of promotion in 
the 
future. 
In this connection a very in- 
teresting letter was received by the 
Republic from H. D. Eogers, a St. 
Louis boy now on board the United 
States ship Philadelphia, in which he 
describes the life on a training ship 
and also that of a sailor. 
His criti- 
cisms are from his own experience and 
show the hardships and pleasures of 
his life on the high seas. 
He says: 


''In a recent isHuc of the Eepublic I 
noticed an inquiry from some boy in 
regard to the proceedings necessary to 
get into the naval or merchant marine 
service. 
Per this reason I will write 
you a sketch of the life of an appren- 
tice and my personal exjierience and 
views. 
In the first place, I will say a 
boy must work very hard to obtain a 
position as seaman at the end of the 
lour years he enlists to serve. 
The aim 
of the training ships is to educate boys 
to the duties of men-of-war's men. 
The rewards for those who are lovers 
of the sea and adapted to it are not in- 
significant, for a fair percentage 
of 
warrant ollicers, and nearly all tJie sea- 
men gunners who man the new cruisers, 
are ex-apprentices. 


"A boy enters the service between 
the ages of 14 and 18 3'ears, and enlists 
to serve until he is 21 years. The con- 
Bent of the i^arents must be obtained 
before he can make application. 
It is 
also necessary that he should be in per- 
fect health and without physical de- 
fects. 
The examination as to health 
is very rigid, and if he has the cigarette 
habit or has ever been convicted 
of 
crime, his rejection is certain. 
He 
must be able to write and read Eng- 
lish. 
If he is received he is given pay, 
an outfit and rations at once. The pay 
isn't much, though. 
A third class ap- 
prentice receives $9 a month; thou, if 
he is worth anything, he will be ad- 
vanced to second class, 
after being 


dierly appearance, also knotting, splic- 
ing, sftilmaking, handling the spara 
and yards, pulling and sailing boats, 
signals and sewing. 
He has to 
run 
aloft and out on the yardarms without 
getting dizzy. 
If he fails in this ho is 
discharged as useless, for if he cannot 
do it in port, where the ship is steady, 
he Buroly could not do it at sea in a 
storm, where every man has to lend a 
hand aloft. In tho gunnery line he has 
to learn the evolution« of gun and car- 
riage, knowledge of ammunition, all 
the different kinds of drills, target fir- 
ing and the bugio. 
He must also go to 
Bcliool and learn what nsnalJy com- 
prises a common school education. 


"After he gets through wnth the 
school ho is transferred to a training 
ship and then starts out on his cruis- 
ing to finish him olT for a sailor. 
He 
has a few hours' sleep at night and the 
rest is good hard work. 
At 4.20 
o'clock in the morning the anchor 
watch trice up the hammock cloths to 
prepare the nettings for the crew 
asleep. 
At 4.30 the bugio sounds and 
the 
master-at-arms 
route 
out the 
sleepers. 
Thè decks aro alive with tho 
boys in b]uo in a moment, each with a

huge white hammock on his shoulder. 
The hammocks are soon in the net- 
tings and the boy runs to the mess 
room for a cup of hot cocoa awaiting 
him. 
There is twelve minutes allowed 
to dress and stow away the hammocks, 
and eighteen minutes for the cocoa. 
Then sounds the boatswain's whistle, 
followed by a hoarse 'turn to' from 
the mate. 
Then solid work begins for 
the day a moment later, M'hen *scrub 
and wash clothes,' or 'holystone the 
decks, ladders and gratingb' is ordered. 
Clothes are scrubbed three times a 
week, and, although wash, days come 
often, each apprentice is compelled to 
I wash something each wasliday. I have 
often seen over 1000 pieces at a single 
day's wash. 
As soou as the clothts-

nas been taken care ot there isanother 
call to quarters and inspection to see 
that the boys are properly dressed for 
the cool of the evening. 
The work of 
the day is then done. 
After this the 
boys do anything they pleaso about 
deck for amusement--boxing,dancing, 
leap frog, climbing to tho mast head 
150 feet abov'J, or whatever else takes 
the notion. 
At sunset the hammocks 
are piped down and each apprentice 
^prepares his blankets and mattress for 
the night. 
At 9 o'clock conies tattoo 
and all are in the swinging bods. 
An 
ofFenso is swiftly and surely followed 
by punishment, such as reduction of 
spending money," drills during recrea- 
tion hours and such like. 
If these 
don't maintain discipline there are 
severer punishments, 
which aro very 
seldom necessary. 
After once out- 
fitted every boy pays for clothing that 
is needed, and as they have all learned 
to sew, and the pay is small, you can 
always see some of the boys carefully 
sewing lip some garment, 
to prevent 
having to make a purchase. 


•'This is the routine day after day. 
No matter how cold or how hard it is 
raining the boy has to bo at his sta- 
tion, and if he is on watch and caught 
sleeping he soon learns what law and 
order is aboard ship. 
Many times ho 
yearns for the good home and friends 
he has left behind. 


"After his training cruise is over, 
which generally lasts about a year, he 
is transferred to a modern w»/ship 
going to foreign ports, usually to stay 
the balance of his enlistment 
Then 
he thinks his hard w^ork all 
and 


that he will get plenty of libttty and 
money, just as a schoolboy thinks on 
leaving school to go to work f<vr his 
living. 
Ten to one he is mistaken, aa 
it all dei')ends on the captain whether 
he gets either. 
The captain is the per- 
sonification of 'I am monarch of all 1 
survey,' and can stop money or lib* 
erty whenever ho 
chooses. 
Under 
these adverse circumstances, the ap- 
prentice may not get on shore once in 
six months and only enough money to 
buy something to eat in the way of 
fresh provisions. 
Of course his mone}' 
is kept on the books until he is paid 
off at the end of his enlistment. 
Tak- 
ing it all in all it is a monotonous life 
with very few changes. 
The curious 
feature of it is that the majority spend 
all their money in rollicking as soon 
as they are discharged. 
When they 
find 
their 
money 
gone 
and 
no 
work to bo obtained ashore they are 
obliged to ship again. 
A sailor who 
does this usually spends the balance 
cd his life at sea, for he is never satis* 
fied with anything else. 
This makes 
the saying hold true: 'Once a sailoi 
always a sailor.' 
I do not mean to say 
"WO never have good times. 
I have 
simi^ly described the disagreeable and 
working portions of an apprentice's 
life to show that it is not all the fun 
and glory that many suppose it to be. 
I think a boy who has a good home 
and a place to work, or goes to school, 
is far l3etter oif there than to go to 
sea, to be out all day in the burning 
sun, the cold and rain, 
and to be 
tossed about like a cork in the storm." 
—Bt. Louis Kepubhc.

the course of the operation. 
Give 
each cow a little grain, if no more than 
enough to encourage her to go readily 
to her place in the clean 
milking 
stable, —American Agriculturist. 


OFF Tin3 HOKNS, 


It is a futile hope to expect to 
breed hornless cattle by tho practice 
of dishorning. 
There have been in- 
stances inwhicTian artificial peculiar- 
ity in the animal has become inherited, 
but this is exceedingly rare and is not 
to be taken as a rule for breeders. 
Lambs have been docked for centuries, 
but they still come into the world with 
long tails. 
The only satisfactory way 
to have a herd of pooled cattle is to 
. use a polled bull, and this, being in 
conformity to the natural laws of 
breciling, may be depended on in time 
to fix this character on the progeny. 
It may not be fully effective in the 
first generation or in several, but ex- 
perience has shown that in time the 
character of the sires will be fixed on 
the progeny in the end. 
For dairy 
cattle the polled red 
Norfork will 
make 
a good hornless sire. 
The 
Scotch Aberdeen cattle are sometimes 
excellent dairy animals. —New York 
Times. 


BEfT CROP FROM DRrLLED CORN. 


For three years, says a iiew York 
farmer in the Tribune, our drilled 
corn has yielded from 106 to 130 bush- 
els of ears per acre, whereas we got 
but seventy-five to 100 by the check- 
row method. 
The extra yield is due 
to there being more stalks; you can 
have four to six stalks to every three 
feet of drill, and they ear as well as 
three to four stalks put in a checkrow 
clump. 
We plow the ground in the 
fall, draw ten to twelve loads of good 
stable manure per acre early in the 
spring, so the strength of the manure 
will be partly washed into the .soil be- 
fore planting. 
Harrow same as for 
any crop. 
Set the drill to sow from 
to 
quarts per acre, according to 
size and variety of corn. 
But the 
safest way to set the drill is to pull 
the rubber hose out of the hoe and let 
the corn run on top of the ground, and 
set it so it will run from four to six 
kernels every three fact of drill; to 
run it any thicker is waste of time, 
seed and fertilizer, as it will have to 
be thinned. 


Of fertilizer drill in 200 pounds 
with the corn; 
the fertilizer 
b(j:c 
should be partitioned off or the extni 
' runs covered with thin pieces of board, 
or less phosphate may run in with the 
•corn and clear wood ashes used (by 
those not wishing to buy much fertil- 
izer) in the runs each side of the one 
used for the corn; then there will be 
no danger of injury to the seed. 
Per- 
sons desii'ous of planting pumpkins 
with the corn may do so by mixing the 
seed with the fertilizer that runs in 
with the corn. 
If the drill does not 
run the corn deep enough hang light 
f i g h t s to the hoes used. 
I agree 
Awth Waldo F. Brown that seed-corn 
should be- thoroughly dried by artifi- 
cial heat and hung in a dry place; 
such seed w*ill germinate one to three 
days quicker and grow stronger, and 
iß not so liable to rot during any cold, 
wet speiVa^ter planting. 


3?T:EDirrG VAI/UB OP CREA^ GIiUTEN SrEAL. 


The results of a series of feeiling 
tests at the Vermont experiment sta- 
tion with sugar meal, cream gluten 
meal and germ feed speak very strong- 
ly in favor of the high feeding value 
of cream gluten mual. 
Two of the 
cows ate it quite well, the other left a 
good deal of it, but in spite of this the 
cream gluten produces more milk than 
the bran and corn in four cases out of 
six, makes a richer milk five tiuies out 
of six and yields more butter fat every 
time. 
The milk increases about one- 
twelfth, the richness of the milk in- 
creases a third of one per cent, and the 
net gain is about one-sixth of the total 
fat. 


On a herd of twenty cows yielding 
5000 pounds apiece of four per cent, 
milk with butter at twenty-five cents a 
pound such an increase would repre- 
sent C60 pounds of butter yearly with 
a value of 


The figures obtained show that not* 
withstanding the fact that the sugar 
meal was not eaten in so large quanti- 
ties as tho bran and co/n, and the 
further fact that what effect the change 
to pasture had was against the sugar 
meal, yet it gave better returns than 
the bran and corn. 
In the five trials 
it produced more milk and more pounds 
of fat every time, and a richer milk 
four times out of five, producing one- 
ninth more milk, one-fiftieth richer 
and one-seventh more butter. 


Not eo good results were obtained 
with the germ feed. 
Its use was fol- 
lowed by a decrease of milk, an in- 
crease of richness and but slight change 
la the total amount of fut. It bae then 


considerably less feeding value 'thii* 
the cream of gluten meal and the sugar 
meal, as one would naturally 
expect 
from its composition and market price. 
It has apparently about the same feed- 
ing value pound for pound as the mix- 
ture of bran and corn, and as it can be 
purchased in the market for less than 
either of these it follows that it should 
be an economical and profitable feed. 


Mr. Cook is led to the conclusion 
that germ feed has about the same feed- 
ing value as a mixture of equal parts 
by weight of wheat bran and corn meal; 
that sugar meal and crcam gluten meal 
both have a higher feeding value than 
the above, and that these latter also 
have a slight effect on the richness of 
tho milk. 


Finally, it should be remembered 
that this is but a slight series of trials 
and that the work needs to be repeated 
several times before a sure conclusion 
can be drawn. 


It is necessary here to utter a word 
of caution in regard to the use of these 
concentrated feeds, sugar meal and 
especially cream gluten meal. 
They 
are both exceedingly rich concentrated 
feeds, and like cottonseed meal should 
be fed sparingly. Three or four pounds 
a day of sugar meal per cow is as much 
as it is safe to give, while with cream 
gluten meal the limit of two pounds 
per day per cow should not be exceed- 
ed.—New England Farmer. 


PLANTING YOUNG TREES. 


A great deal of diflSculty is ex- 
prienced in handling young trees that 
have been bought at a nursery, and 
especially if they have been trans- 
ported a long distance. 
All nursery- 
men in sending out trees should con- 
sider it a part of their contract to send 
WTitten orders with their trees, giving 
a good description of the kind of soil 
in which the trees have been growing, 
and the general location of the nursery. 
This would help many farmers and 
fruit growers to give the trees a good 
start. 
As it Is now, very often the 
trees are forced to adapt themselves to 
entirely different soil to which they 
have been accustomed, and a year 01 
two of good growth is lost through 
this sudden change. 


A great deal can be saved, however, 
if the farmer understands how to 
handle the trees and how best to set 
them out. 
Many trees are received 
during a dry season, and as they have 
been transported a long distance, they 
need planting at once. 
"When the 
trees are received they should be set 
immediately, and the longer they are 
kept implanted the longer will the 
check to their growth be made. Prune 
off carefully all dead and mutilated 
roots. 
Then dig a hole large enough 
to accommodate all of the remaining 
roots in the positions in which they 
'hang. 
If the roots can be planted in 
their natural position there will be 
less danger of loss; but to do this, 
very large holes are often required. 


Place the tree in the hole and fill it 
half up with the clay, 
and 
then 
saturate it thoroughly with water until 
it is workable clay. 
With a small hoe 
or a blunt stick this sticky clay should 
be worked carefully around and into 
the roots of the tree. 
With a little 
labor at this work the roots will 
quickly get established, and decide 
largely the future of the tree. 
After 
this the rest of the soil should be 
thrown in and piled ^ up around the 
tree, 
and a good mulch of stable 
manure provided. 
If the season is a 
wet instead of a dry one, the top 
mulch will not be needed, but if there 
is any danger of a drought, the mulch 
is the only way to prevent the roots 
from getting thirsty. 
But with a good 
mulch a newly set tree can be kept 
moist for months. 
The water that 
has been applied directly to the roots 
will be kept there, and not allowed to 
evaporate. 


To put all of the soil back into the 
hole, and then pour water upon it, is a 
method that many practice now, but 
is not nearly as satisfactory as the one 
described. 
A great deal of the water 
thus put on the surface .will never got 
down to the roots, but will be absorbed 
more by the surrounding surface soil. 
When we put it in the hole half filled 
with soil, it goes direct to tho roots, 
where it is needed. 
Where the soil ia 
very dry in times of drought, it is sur- 
prising to see hov/ much water the 
surface soil will absorb. 
If one digs 
down a foot, however, he will find 
that the subsoil is still untouched by 
the water.—American Cultivator. 


FARM AND GABDEN NOTES. 


The apiarist should pay especial at- 
tention to the weak colonies. 


Jloney, either comb or extracted, it 
properly taken care of improvee with 
age. 


If moths once get a footing in the 
hives, the colonies will be destroyed in 
a very short time. 


Land that is not drained does not 
have time to dry sufliciently between 
rains to permit working the crops. In 
an extremely wet season, and in an ex- 
tremely dry one, the cost of draining 
is sometimes repaid by a single crop. 


There are numerous easy ways of 
teaching the calf to drink, but to many 
this seems to be a very hard job. Give 
the calf the end of your finger a few 
times and he will soon learn to drink. 
Use the method as given by a little 
girl, who said that she taught tho 
youngsters the way in which to drink 
by wrapping a piece of cloth around 
coiu 4ub and platine: it in the milk,.

3PFKXT OROWS IT I2r A VARIETT OT 
KATURAti COLORS. 


The RcmarkaMp Floooy Staple of tlio 
Plura—It is AVatorcd Only Oiioe 
In Seven Years—Tree Cotton. 


y HE oiflcovery of new and nat- 
ural sources of wealth iu Peru 
is an uuondinpr wonder. From 
the day in 1531 when Piznrro 
entered the Bay of Paita* that dflii?bt- 
ful land has prosentecl the world an 
illuminated procession of revelations 
extending along three and a half cen- 
turies oí its modern history. 


Green fields covered the coast plains 
under the beniprn influence of the Inca 
rule, which devised the economy of ir- 
rigation and impressed the discoverers 
with a sense of the Avealth and beautv 
of the land now become a bald, gray 
flterile waste, but showing here and 
there a brilliant spot of verdure in the 
midst of the general aridity. 


The lands of the Piura lie four to 
Uve degrees south of the equator, and 
onoe in seven years are visited by floods 
that wet a narrow belt along the banks, 
"whereby some 1000 acres are made 
available for cultivation, all of which 
is now appropriated to cotton. 
This 
one M'etting gives five crops, two per 
year, and then the land rests to finish 
the cycle of seven years and another 
succession of five crops. 
The waters 
of the Piura continue to flow until 
some time in October, when the people 
who live in the valley begin to sin> 
"wells in the sands of the river bottom 
for their daily supply. 
The disap- 
pearance of the river is so gradual it is 
not possible to designate the day when 
it^takes place. 
Not so, however, its 
arrival, in February or March, when 
the bed of the stream has been dry for 
months and has been occupied by truck 
gardens. 


Then the people become thirsty for 
the river. 
Every traveler from up the 
Talley is questioned as to where the 
river was when he passed. 
If he report 
that it is coming a crowd of eager list- 
-eners and questioners surround him as 
if he brought important news from 
fiome foreign loan commission; and 
naturally enough, for the condition of 
the river, whether it contains much or 
little water, is the prophecy of a yearns 
crop. 
At last, generally about 
the 
middle of February, one hears that the 
river is twenty leagues away and is 
<3oming; a few days later it is only teu 
leagues distant, and as it passes the 
upper haciendas the Indians turn out 
atid welcome it with dium and fife and 
fire rocket^. 


Sometimes there comes a disappoint- 
ment; for when it seems a sure thing 
and the people of the city of Piura iu 
the lower valley have begun to look 
for it the river has ceased to flow; it 
«inks away in the sands and they say, 
•"The river has gone back." 
This, 
however, will last but a few days. 
Again it comes and we hear in Piura 
that "The river is but a league away 
and will be with us to-day." 
Then 
every horse and saddle is brought out 
and the people leaye the city to meet 
the messenger of glad tidings, 
of 
health and riches to the arid land. 


Injttll the year there is not in the 
north of Peru a feast to equal this. 
2Í0 fatigue is felt by the multitudes 
Tvho travel through the heavy sands; 
some on foot, some on donkeys—poor 
brutes, most patient of all created 
beings—carrying two or three grown 
men and women with a small family of 
Lalf-grown children; others again are 
mounted on mules and then the elite 
on horses. 
All are glad ! When you 
meet the river it is a little trickling 
streamlet running herd and there in 
fieax'ch of the lowest places; it stops to 
fill the wells in its road that were ex- 
cavated last season, and then runs for- 
ward in the same httlo rill, 
A short 
-distance farther up you will find a re- 
spectable stream, where the boys and 
dogs run into it and lie down and 
xevel, and in a little time can swim. It 
is for everybody a season of real joy, 
and with many a carnival of frolic. 


The spectacle of its aj^proach wit- 
nessed from the Bridge of Piura is a 
-wonderful eight. You see the inoneers 
of the marching host come slowly 
around a bend of the river at the up- 
per edge of tho town, followed shortly 
by the surging army of thousands of 
people; you hear the music of the 
baud, tho murmur of five thousand 
voices and the din of rockets which 
throw a smoking line along the aii\ 
The river has come ! 
It has reached the bridge iu tho 
i^arly evening and tho band plays while 
the people cíance on and under the 
bridge all night long, or as long as the 
increasing flood peranits, 
If 5UU0turn 
out to escort the river to Piura, it is 
• mot by more than 12,000 at Catocaos, 
an Indian pueblo six miles lower down 
the stream. 


The cotton produced in the valley 
of the Piura shows varyingshadesfrom 
a rich dark brown to the purest white, 
BO finely graded that one can scarcely 
tell where one color ends and 
the 
other begins, 
At the present time the 
cultivable area is so small that the de- 
mands of the market cannot be met. 
By the system proposed it is hoped to 
get more than a million acres of the 
fertile territory under the care of ir- 
rigation, when not only cotton, but 
sugar, coifee, cocoa, indigo, all the 
vegetables and fruits of the tropics can 
be grown as they were centuries ago. 
The appearance ofa Peruvian cotton 


fl«ld may well astonish an American 
planter, for in the five years of its 
growth the plant 
often 
reaches 
a 
height of twenty feet, and 
in 
the 
wi^eks of ripening has all the beauty 
of an immense sunlit snowdrift. 


The 
* Toruvian tree 
cotton," 
of 
which a good deal has been Avritten, is 
really only an accident. 
The ''trees'' 
are from seed deposited in some wet 
place during an 
exceptionally high 
flood and left without attentiou during 
succeeding years. 
But where the sup- 
ply of water permits the crop is re- 
planted each seven years, the second, 
third and fourth being the finest crops 
of each planting. 
There 
are- low 
spots where veritable cotton orchards 
are found of Mhich the trees are fortv 
years old. 
But they receive no atten- 
tion, save when an extraordinary flood 
or rains may happen to give them a 
spasmodic vigor for a yenr or two.

Tlie Zodiacal J.Ight. 


The name of ''zodiacal light" hai^ 
been given to a singular appearan^a 
frequently witnessed soon after sunset 
or just before sunrise. 
It may be seen 
at all seasons of the year in low lati- 
tudes, and is obviously due to illum- 
inated matter surrounding the sun in 
a very flat or lenticular fcirm, nearly 
coinciding with the plane of the eclixj- 
tic, or, rather, with the sun's equator. 
The attention of astronomers was first 
directed to it in the year 1683 by Cas- 
sini, and was long regarded as being 
the sun's atmosphere. 
This idea, it is 
now thought, is incorrect, it 
being 
generally believed at the present time 
to consist of an immense assemblage of 
rocks, sand, cosmical dust, fragments 
of metal, etc., such as the earth is con- 
tinually encountering iu the form ot" 
ieorolites or meteorites. 
It may not 
be out of place to mention in this con- 
nection that the rings of Baturn are 
believed to be composed of similar 
muterials,—St. Louis liepublio.

Tho language used by theseitpeople 
hardly amounts to the dignity of a di- 
alect, 
People who live fifty miles 
from each other can only make them- 
selves understood with the greatest 
difficulty. 
Tho people are very simjdc 
in their ideas. 
When a settlement is 
made no such thing as a city council 
is created. 
Not enough people of 
sufficient intolligeneo to cast a vote 
could be found in any ono settlement. 
The houses are all made of the skin of 
the reindeer, and wheu taxation be- 
comes too great they pick uj} their 
houses and move. 
Hero and there 
throughout the country are some guide 
posts erected. 
They do not tell the 
distance and tho direction to any given 
place, but-usually read: "Turn to the 
left if you want to get a meal like your 
mother used to cook." 


They were, and such of them as remain, 
are utterly devoid of any sentiment of 
any kind. 
They are as stoical as a 
sphinx. 
Nothing moves them. 
Angry 
they seldom are, and a smile on their 
faces is as rare as the sun in their ice- 
clad homes. 
The family ties among 
these old-time people which King Bull 
represents are not cemented by affec- 
tion, but held more iu tho li-^ht of 
property, as a farmer in this country 
would consider his i>low.

Tho strawberry guava 
illustrated in tho cut is small antl ui 
color a dull red, with numerous brown 
dots on tho slightly roughened and 
not glossy surface. 
TUe flavor is 
pleasant, though decidedly acici, some- 
what resembling the strawl>erry. 


The guava jelly, which is known the 
world over as one of the mostdelicicMH 
of all conserves, is made chiefly from 
the ai^ple or pear guava. 
Howev^^r, 
jelly of excellent quality can be mado 
from any species of this genus. 
Tlie 
fruit is also eaten fresh with sugar 
and cream, or preserved and canm^l 
as are other fruitd.—Mail and Ex- 
press.

In tho Century George Kennan re- 
plies to tho recently published defense 
of Russia made by the Secretary of tho 
Bussian Legation at Washington. Mr, 
Kennan presents a large array of facts 
to controvert the assertions of Mr.. 
Botkine. «^lA striking proof of the 
impoverishment of the Kussian peasan- 
try is furnished," lie says, "by the of- 
ficial statistics with regard to the num- 
ber of farm animals in the Empire, and 
partioularly the number 
of horses. 
Every American farmer knows that ho 
•would find it extremely ditliculfc, if not 
absolutely impossible, t^ work his land 
"without the aid of a horae ; and that 
the comxilete absence of horses on a 
farm is an unmistakable evidence of 
extreme jDOverty anddestitutign. What 
is the condition of the Russian i^easant 
-when tried by this test? 
In the year 
,3882 there were in the village com- 
munities of European Russia 9,079,92 i 
peasant households. 
Of this number 
2,437,555 households, repi'esenting a 
population of perhaps 14,000,000, and 
constituting twenty-seven per cent, of 
the whole agricultural class, did nob 
own a single horse. 
Of course theso 
14,000,000 ijeojile had not always been 
•without horses. 
They had lost them, 
partly through conta«iious 
diseases, 
"whicli they knew not how to combat, 
2Jartly in forced settJement of debts to 
money-lenders, "which the}'' were un- 
able to pay, aiul i^artly ,as the result of 
the ruthless and shortsighted policy 
of a Goveruineut that sell^ the last 
horse of a poor j^easant farmer for 
taxps, and thus renders it almost im- 
possible for him ever to pay 
taxes 
again. 
Mr. Botkine refers iu his arti- 
cle to the recent famine in Russia as a 
calamity that gave the Ameaican peo- 
'ple an opportunity to show their sym- 
l)athy witJi the people of Russia. 
I 
wonder whether it ever occurred to 
him that the calamity to which he re- 
fers was permitted, if not caused, by 
tho »beneficent sovereign' whom he de- 
fends; and that 
the distress which 
called forth our sympathy ,was tho 
work, in large part, of the very Gov- 
ernment that he descriues as 'natural 
and satisfactory,' 
Tae famine of 1831- 
32 was not one of the sudden, unfore- 
seen, and unforeseeable catastroijhies 
that are described in bijls of lading and 
insurace jiolicies as 'acts of 
God', 
neither was it dae solely to the 
un- 
favorable 
meteorological 
conditiims 
"which brought about a failure of the 
Larvest. 
It was the result, in largo 
ijart, of the opj^i'eegion and jpaladmin- 
istration to which the i^eople had been 
subjected, and was merely the culmina- 
tion of a long-thraatened crisis,

Tbat success depends upon : 
Using a reliable make of glass jars 
and testing the air-tight quality 
ol 
each by pouring a little water into it, 
adjusting the rubber and cover, and 
standing it upside down. 


Thoroughly cleansing all jars that 
have been used, by washing them firsi 
in warm water, then 
filling 
full ol 
scalding hot water to which borax, 
ammonia or washing soda has boon 
added, and allowing them to stand at 
least iwo hours before rinsing. 
| 


Rejecting all old rubber bands thai 
are stretched out, discolored, or in the 
least hardened. 


Using firm, large fruit of suitable 
varieties and having it under rather 
hiui over ripe; rejecting all that are 
rushed, overripe, stunted or knotty, 
ud carefully preparing the rest. 


Washing currants on the stems and 
trawberries before they are hulled; 
/ashing all small fruits quickly and by 
>iacing a few at a time in a colandor, 
uhen, holding it over a sink, pour cold 
water on the fruit and spread it on o 
towel to di'ain. 


Allowing the pits of cherries and 
peaches and the seeds of pears to re- 
' main in the fruit; or, if this is objec- 
tionable, distribute fivo or six peach 
pits through each quart jar and put a 
small white net or thin muslin bag 
containing a handful of cherry pits or 
pear seeds in each similar-siaed jar. 


Paring peaches with a thin-bladod, 
sharp knife instead of scalding them in 
lye; not removing the skins of plums, 
but piercing each one, two or three 
times with a fork to prevent the skins 
from breaking badly while they are 
cooking. 


Using 
only iino 
flavoroil 
sugar, 
either granulated or loaf, and only 
enough to impart a pleasant, palatable 
taste. 


Cooking the fruit in the jars so that 
it is not broken by handling or itH 
flavor lost in escaping steam. 
To do 
this, place the fruit in jars as fast as it 
is prepared, cover with syrup to the 
neck of the jar, then put on the cover, 
but not the rubber band. 
Set a com- 
mon wflsh boiler or other suitable ves- 
sel on the back of the range, place the 
jars of fruit inside, 
but 
not OIOKO 
enough together to touch, fill the ves- 
sel with hot water until it reaches to 
within an inch of the top of the jnre, 
draw it to the front of the range, cover 
closely, and bring to a boil. 
Continue 
boiling ten minutes (longer for large, 
firm fruits) or uijtil the fruit can bo 
easily pierced wilh a fork, and then draw 
the vessel to the back of the range. Take 
out a jar, set it on a folded wot towel, 
fill it 
to 
overiiowing with boiling 
water, wipe off the neck, adjust the 
rubber and cover, and scrow the latter 
tightly. 
Treat each jar in this man- 
ner, and, as they cool, endeavor to 
tighten the covers about once an hour. 
When nearly cold, invert them all, as 
a final test 
that they are air-tight. 
Wrap each jar in paper or draw a 
paper bag over it from the top, label 
plainly on the outside, and keep in a 
cool, diiy place. 


The fiavor of canned fruit is gi^eatly 
improved by opening it two o/ three 
hours before it is needed, to restore 
the oxygen. 


This is neither a new nor a difficult 
method of canning fruit, but u 
vir- 
tually the same as that used by all 
manufacturers of such good«. 
And 
vet, for some inexplicable rea&on^ the 
'majority of housewives fail to iippreci- 
ate its superiority 
over the method 
commonly employed, and are content 
to produce a third or fourth rate ar- 
ticle—a sort of canned jam—if only it 
"keeps."—New York Times.

of camphor is made of camphor ten 
parts, 
alcohol seventy parts, 
and 
water twenty parts; the dnse of this 
is from live to ten drops; whereas 
camphor water as now usually made, 
is water Altered through cotton moist- 
ened with a strong tincture of cam- 
phor; the dose of this is from a tea- 
spoonful to a tablespoonful. 
It is^ 
easy to see how unfortunate it would 
be were one to mistake the spirit tor 
the water of camphor, and take It in 
the usual dose of the latter. 


In 
overdoses, 
camphor 
excites 
svmptoms referable to the 
brain. 
There is Riddines^ and sleepiness, 
and, in extreme case^, fainting, de- 
lirium, 
convulsions 
and 
profound 
stupor occurs. 
Considering how wide 
its 
it is reasonable to suppose 
that deaths sometimes occur in cnn- 
sequence of poisonous doses of cam- 
phor. which are attributed to other 
causes. 
Just how much Is required 
to kill is not known; but one author 
states that 30 grains have caused 
death in an infant, and 164 Rrains m 
a woman. 
Uf course, the greatest 
danger attends its use in children.

Mud Simes For Korses. 


Mud shoes for horses are common in 
certain parts of Washington State, be- 
ing used on horses in plowing the low 
and wet lands of the valley north of 
Bumner 
nearly 
every spring. 
The 
mud shoe consists of a heavy board 
about 
eight 
inches wide and from 
eight to ten inches long, rounding in 
front. 
On this board a redhot shoe 
of the size worn on the horse's foot 
for which it is intended is placed un- 
til it burns into it to a depth almost 
sufficient to bury itself. 
It is neces- 
sary that the shoe have a long toe and 
long corks. 
A piece of circular band 
iron to fit over the top part of the 
hoof is then attached to the board and 
over the hoof to hold the mud shoe 
solidly to the foot. 
One end of the 
band is fastened to the board with a 
screw, which when tightened holds the 
board as squarely to the bottom of the 
hoof as if it had grown there. 
The 
horses become accustomed to wearing 
them, and after a day or two experi- 
ence no difficulty in working in them. 
By this mean^ farmers are enabled to 
plow land in the spring where without 
the use of the mud shoes horses would 
mire down.—Chicas:o Herald.
